Dr Pringle further says: 

“The Mounted Police report filed 
with the Crown Prosecutor's was 
to: the effect that the dance halls 
were licensed ‘bawdy houses and 


their female inhabitants prostitutes. 


“The Minister of Justice on re- 
ceipt of this report, instructed his 
representative here to take no 


measures to suppress or mitigate 

this dreadful evil.’’ 

This is a gnave indictment, and one 

that Mr. Aylesworth, the Dominion 
Government and Parliament cannot 
to ignore. 
The criminal code applies to’ all 
Canada. It is as grave an 
offence to defy it in Dawson’ City as 
Winnipeg, Toronto or Montreal. | 
The person who defies it in the far 
North no better and no worse 
than the person who defies it here— 
when the Minister of Justice 
permits it to be defied anywhere 
and declines to authorize prosecution 
of the offenders, he becomes more 
guilty because of his greater respon- 
sibilities than the'mere law-breakers 
themselves.
